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Section  2:  Innovation  and  Inventors 


In  this  section  students  will  read  about  inventors.  The  major  focus  of  the  section  is  on  researching  and 
presenting  skills.  The  section  continues  with  the  theme  “to  think  outside  the  box.” 

• In  Lesson  1 students  will  begin  thinking  about  research.  They  will  consider  how  their  lives  have  been 
impacted  by  the  invention  of  certain  tools  and  technologies. 

• In  Lesson  2 students  will  read  about  a boy  who  “thinks  outside  the  box”  and  saves  the  day  by  applying 
knowledge  he  learned  on  the  Internet.  Students  will  be  asked  to  role-play  a conversation  and  record  it. 

• Lessons  3 and  4 will  give  students  some  ideas  for  possible  topics  for  the  research  report  that  they  will 
create  in  Lesson  5.  For  Lesson  5 students  will  need  access  to  a library  and  the  Internet  in  order  to  do  a 
research  report. 

Remind  your  student  to  contact  the  teacher  if  there  are  any  concerns  about  the  assignments.  Feedback  is 
important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often  offers 
strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
